Bodnar asserts that ‘‘both 
federal and state EPA officials 
have admitted the Illinois 
AQMA projections were based 
on ‘crude and rough” 
methodolgy. In our view, the 
proposals have been established 
on, a questionable technical 
basis. 

“There must be a demon- 
strated need for designation of 
an. air quality maintenance 
area, since the economic and 
social implications of future air 
quality plans will have far- 
reaching effects. 

“The economic impact of the 
air quality maintenance areas 
and subsequent plans must be 
carefully assessed. Legislation 
approved by the General 
Assembly (S.589) would satisfy 
that need. 

“Both social and economic 
considerations must be 
balanced with the clean air 
requirements. 

“EPA should establish an 
interdisciplinary task force of 
Professionals from both the 
public and private sectors, 
since the development of air 
quality maintenance plans is 
expected to be a complex 
process. The State Chamber 
offers its assistance. 

“A cooperative and coor- 
dinated effort is needed to in- 
sure that existing local agencies 
participate in the air quality 
planning process. These include 
zoning ‘boards, metropolitan 
planning agencies, highway 
planning commissions. 

“Business interests should be 
represented. It is desirable to 
apply air quality control con- 
siderations to the existing 
processes rather than have 
EPA impose new requirements 
which may be inconsistent with

GC appeal on 
sewer grant 


An appeal for reconsideration 
of $313,000 in flood disaster 
funds that were rejected by the 
Federal Disaster Assistance 
Administration has been filed 
by Granite City with Illinois 
Civil Defense officials through 
whom claims for such funds are 
cleared. 

The appeal was filed by 
Mayor Paul Schuler with 
William Eisele of Belleville, 
regional Civil Defense 
representative, and with Erie 
Jones, state Civil Defense 
director, after an engineer 
hired by the FDAA to in 
vestigate repairs to sanitary 
sewer breaks in Granite City 
held that proper engineering 
methods and proper cost pat- 
terns had been followed in 
making the repairs. 

The $313,000 rejected by the 
FDAA represented part of the 
cost of sewer break repairs, 
particularly for dewatering 
around breaks so that work 
crews could make excavations 
to complete repairs to the lines. 

Dewatering was a major part 
of the cost on all of the repairs 
for which the city sought flood 
disaster funds. 

The Army Corps of Engineers 
which checked out claims of 
taxing bodies seeking aid to 
repair damages caused by the 
1973 spring floods recom- 


mended that $313,000 of the cost 
for dewatering in Granite City 
not be paid because engineering 
methods did not comply with 
those approved by the corps. 

As a result, Granite City has 
received only $326,000 in federal 
funds thus far, although it has 
another $325,000 in aid grants 
approved and still to be 
received. Another $67,000 in 
additional FDAA funds has 
been approved.

Although detailed planning 
could not begin here on a full 
scale until Aug. I, effective date 
for annexation to the Belleville 
Area College district, the initial 
fall term is regarded as an 
overwhelming success.

The Air Line _ Pilots 
Association this week strongly 
urged construction of a major 
new St. Louis area airport after 
noting that Lambert Airport is 
too small for extensive 
development and is surrounded 
by industries and homes. 

In the October issue of its 
monthly magazine, “Air Line 
Pilot," the group presents an 
article on ‘‘The St. Louis Air- 
port Dilemma.” 


A map in the publication 
shows Lambert is only one- 
tenth the size of the proposed 
Columbia- Waterloo, Ill., air- 
port. . 

The article said the January 
decision by Transportation 
Secretary Claude Brinegar will 
signal either a federal policy for 
limited future air tran- 
sportation, or for a bigger St.

the population that should be 
there. 

“The jail was built for a limit 
of 40 prisoners, and lately we've 
had upwards of 55. At times last 
week we had 70 prisoners in the 
cells,” Baetz said. 

Noting that the maximum 
number of prisoners that should 
be in the jail is 41, Baetz said 
Madison County well could face 
a court order similar to one 
issued by U. S. District Judge 
John Regan in St. Louis to close 
the St. Louis City Jail, if the 
gverpopulation problem is not 
solved soon. 

The Madison County Board at 
its September — meeting 
authorized issuance of $4 
million in bonds to build a new 
jail. Unless the bond issue plan 
is forced to a referendum by 
petition, the bonds would issue 
automatically with a separate 
tax levy to pay the bond 
payment and interest. 

Petitions bearing nearly 
11,000 signatures—10 per cent of 
the vote cast in the last general 
election — must be filed with 
the county clerk’s office not 
later than Friday to obtain a 
vote on the proposal. 

Opponents of the bond 
proposal, spearheaded by Mrs. 
Alberta Fensterman of 
Meadowbrook, placed petitions 
if circulation last week, in the 
Alton, Wood River, Roxana and 
Granite City areas, while ad- 
mitting the effort is a difficult 
task.

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Motorcycle safety—or how to 
avoid Evel Knievel syndrome 


Neither rain nor snow nor a 
broken elbow shall prevent the 
avid motorcycle enthusiast 
from smbking into gear, even 
during the winter season. 

‘The question is, how does one 
enjoy the pleasures of biking to 
the fullest and yet play safe with 
himself and others? 

One bike enthusiast was 
overheard to comment that the 
machine has a mind of its own 
and keeps reminding its owner 
to drive with respect. As long as 
a biker has this attitude, the’ 
posibilities of accident will be 
reduced to the minimum. 

Evel Knievel is walking today 
not only because medical 
science has provided numerous 
pins in his joints to keep him 
going, but also because he 
admittedly has a concern for 
safety at all times. Although, 
Evel takes chances, he does so 
with careful deliberation, not 
with reckless abandon. 

The Illinois State Bar 
Association has some safety 
tips for cyclists which may not 
give one the image of a member 
of “‘Hell’s Angels” but surely 
will prevent becoming another 
type of angel so fast. 

Unfortunately when you 
purchase a motorcycle, you 
may not have had ahy previous 
experience ona motorized bike. 

Thus, it is imperative that you 
work with your machine before 
you begin to travel the open 
highways or country roadways 

Become familiar with the 
bike, not only as to how it 
handles, but also how it is built, 
what the controls do and why, 
ete. 

Talk with a person who is 
experienced -in motorcycle 
driving. In other words, know 
your machine and what it can 
and cannot do. 

Don't forget - what goes up 
must come down and what just 
might come down is your cycle 
‘on you, or you on the road. 

A motorcycle driver should 
always wear safety gear, such 
as a helmet, heavy boots and a 
thick jacket. You may have 
thought that the person you saw 
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wearing such equipment was 
just trying to look ‘‘taugh” but 
actually he was being safety- 
conscious. 

The Illinois State Bar adds 
that you and your passenger 
must wear glasses or goggles or 
be protected in some way by a 
protective shield, according to 
state law. 

Motorcycle operators are 
required by law to have the 
following equipment: 

—At least one maunted white 
headlight which can be seen 500 
feet away. 

—A light for your license 
plate which is visible at a 
distance of 50 feet. 

—One red tailight visible at a 
distance of 500 feet. 

—One red brake light visible 
at a 500 foot distance. 

—A properly maintained 
muffler. 

—Brakes on both wheels. 

—Handlebars not more than 
15 inches in height above the 
driver's seat. 

—A rearview mirror which 
reflects a view of 200 feet. 

—A horn which can be heard 
at least 200 feet away. 

—A seat capable of holding 
passengers, if the driver wishes 
to tran$port persons; no 
passengers can be carried 
except in a sidecar or enclosed 
cab, unless the machine is 
equipped for passengers with 
handgrips on the seat or saddle 
and has adjustable footrests. 

It is stressed that motor- 
cyclists must obey all traffic 
rules and regulations with 
which automobile drivef$ must 
also comply. 

Bikers cannot pass between 
two other vehicles going in the 
same direction unless there is 
an unobstructed traffic lane 
available. 

And they cannot pass on the 
right unless there is unob- 
structed pavement at least 
eight feet wide to the right of the 
vehicle they are passing. 

You cannot drive a motor- 
cycle unless you are at least 16 
years old. At age 16 you may 
purchase an instruction permit 
which gives yqu the right to 
drive during daylight hours only 
and only in the presence of a 
licensed motorcycle driver 

If you currently drive another 
vehicle, you must pass a 
motorcycle test. Every cycle is 
required to have a license plate 
on it at all times. 

When several cyclists are 
traveling together, they must 
ride in groups of two and never 
ride abreast in the same lane of 
traffic. 

Positions of the cycles must 
be staggered so the rider on the 
left if ahead of the right-hand 


motorcycle. Sufficient distance 
should be kept between each 
group of two so that faster 
vehicles can pass through the 
formation. 

The State Bar Association 
also advises that a motorcyclist 
apply both brakes at the same 
time, watch for slick or loose 
surfaces, be alert at  in- 
tersections, not park where 
there is grease or oil, stay off 
expressways unless the cycle is 
equipped for such travel. 

Also keep feet on footrests at 
all times; when crossing or 
changing lanes, never make a 
move until all nearby traffic is 
checked; and cross railroad 
tracks at a 90-degree angle to 
avoid skidding or catching the 
wheels. 

Motorcycle driving can be fun 
and an escape from the normal 
routine of life, if safety rules 
and state laws are closely 
complied with by cycle 
operators, the ISBA says. 

There is only one Evel 
Knievel and he makes sure he 
gets well paid to take those 
calculated risks of his life and 
limbs.

Seminar speaker cites 
‘bitterness of millions’ 


Greater tolerance and ap- 
Preciation of the points af view 
of America’s working classes of 
people was urged last week 
by the keynote speaker 
University Seminar 
Edwardsville (USE). 

Dr. Robert Coles, 
ternationally-known _ social 
psychologist at Harvard 
University, addressed the USE 
keynote session in the Com- 
munications Building theater at 
Southern Illinois University at 
Edwardsville. The theater was 
nearly filled for the first of nine 
seminar sessions which will 
deal with the topic, ‘Ethnic 
Identity and Cultural 
Integrity.” 

Dr. Coles was critical of the 
“intellectual community” for 
its continuing ~ studies . of 
“culturally disadvantaged 
people.” ‘Whose ethnic identity 
should we study?” he asked. 
“Who is studying those who are 
doing the studying of others.?” 

Dr. Coles admonished, “Don’t 
feel that we need to always 
come to conclusions about 
people....don’t feel that we 
always have to change people. 
Many of the people who are 
sometimes urged to change are 
more healthy in mind and spirit 
and have a better way of life 
than those who are recom- 
mending the changes.” 

Dr. Coles cited the ‘“bit- 
terness and resentment” of 
millions of Americans he called 
“working class.” “This is why 
they listen to a_ political 
demagogue like George 
Wallace,” he stated, 

Dr. Coles said, from the 
viewpoint of “the unmercifully 
taxed,” they look with a sense of 
“betrayal and frustration” at 
the rich and say, “Our sons go 
to Vietnam and fight, their sons 
simply protest; we pay, they 
get; we have nothing, they have 
so much,” 

Dr. Coles said he believes 
“the most universally detested 
phenomenon among millions of 
working people is educational 
television. They consider it a 
waste of tax money,” he said 

The keynoter compared 
cultural identity with 
psychiatry---‘‘Both are 
diversions from the real 
problems,” he said. “And the 
emphasis comes and goes." 

The Harvard psychologist, 
who has lived with 
sharecroppers, migrants, 
mountaineers, poor blacks and 
working class whites in an ef- 
fort to understand their 
viewpoints, cited lessons he 
learned from his experiences. 
“I often learned that the so- 
called ‘culturally disad- 
vantaged person’ knew what he 
was about, and I didn’t know 
anything,” he said. “I learned 
that intellectuals often are 
narrow, and in a way, a 
privileged class.” 

The keynoter urged the 
seminar participants to respect 
“honest intellectualism" and to 
read the books of “those who 
recognize and honestly evaluate 
the human contradictions which 
persist about us.” 

Citing racial problems in his 
native New England, Dr. Coles 
called the situation in Boston ‘‘a 
human dilemma” and “more 
serious than the confrontations 
of past years in the South.” 
Formerly an advocate of 
busing, he said, “I must now 
disown what I wrote in 1965. ..I 
wouldn't send my children five 
miles on a bus through the 
violence of Boston.” 


comments from the audience, 
Dr. Coles said he is pessimistic 
that “intellectuals” and the so- 
called ‘‘we class” can 
achieve a “political marriage.” 
He said the “‘New Deal’ of the 
Rossevelt presidential: years 
: aeame closest to achieving that 
goal.” ~ 

Dr. John S. Rendleman, 
president of SIUE,. who 
presided at the keynote session, 
said he believes the seminar 
topic is ‘gn extremely 
challenging and relevant 
question for the University to be 
addressing itself to, par- 
ticylarly in light of the fact that 
the constituency we serve is 
rich in diverse ethnic 
backgrounds and’ strong 
cultural vitality, 

“Lately, we have heard much 
talk about healing the nation’s 
wounds. If we had listened to 
men like Dr. Coles earlier, 1 am 
sure those wounds would not be 
nearly so painful and deep,” 
President Rendleman said. 

The president introduced the 
faculty representatives and 
presidential scholars from each 
of the University’s schools, who 
will make presentations during 
the seminar series whigh runs 
through March 7. All future 
sessions will be held on Friday 
evenings in the Lovejoy Library 
auditorium.

| A course in “Applied 
Administrative Processes” is 
one of several curriculum 
changes resulting from a two- 
year review of the master’s 
degree 1m in educational 
administration, , according to 
Raymond L. Lows, department 
chairman. ® 

“Monroe City Urban School 
Simulations,” prepared by the 
University Council for 
Educational Administration 
(UCEA), give students direct 
experiences in dealing with 
“increasingly complex ad- 
ministrative situations,” Lows 
said. UCEA membership 
consists of major universities in 
the United States and Canada. 

Lows points out that learners 
in the new course are forced to 
solve problems rather than 
simply contemplate them, and 
“complex problems and. cir- 
cumstances are made more 
manageable, concrete, and 
relevant to the reality of school 
administration.” 

“Experimental behavior, 
which may be very hazardous in 
the real job, can be encouraged 
in the low-risk climate of the 
simulation exercise," Lows 
added. ‘‘Mistakes that might be 
disastrous on the job are not so 
in the simulated environment.” 

According to | UCEA, 
simulation experiences 
stimulate high interest and 
motivation in learning. Another 
advantage cited is that 
“simulation permits a degree of 
introspection not common. in 
many other instructional 
methods."" 

The UCEA materials being 
used in the SIUE course include 
working papers in such 
* problems as personnel selection 
and placement, conflict bet- 
ween and among militant 
groups, planning and placement 
of school facilities, school 
system responsiveness to 
minority group demands, 
finanging of needed changes, 
student unrest, community 
conflict and political decision- 
making, busing and 
curriculum chang

told those present, “Revenue 
‘sharing should be evaluated on 
the basis of whether or not it has 
strengthened our local govern- 
ments. My evidence shows it 
certainly has, and that it is a 
popular program. 

“This building is an example 
of using the funds for a per- 
manent structure of great value 
to the ‘community,’’ Price 
contined. 

He complimented the 
Choute Township officials for 
their wisdom in the use of the 
revenue sharing funds they had 
received and added, ‘‘This 
building is evidence of their 
intentions to use the funds for 
the good of their community.” 

‘The congressman said he has 
surveyed local and state of- 
ficials concerning revenue 
sharing and has found most 
officials support its con- 
tinuation. He said he supports 
renewal of the program, with 
minor changes, and said he will 
submit the findings of his 
survey to federal committees 
studying whether to recom- 
mend continuation of the 
program. 

Sen. Vadalabene also praised 
revenue sharing, saying, ‘This 
building is a sign that different 
levels of government can 
cooperate for the good of the 
citizens.”” 

He noted the building is the 
first structure ever owned by 
Chouteau Township, and 
commented, “By building this 
fine new structure, you have 
given us some concrete 
evidence you are going to be 
here for quite some time.” 

Chouteau Township Super- 
visor Walter Dick” Sparks told 
those present he felt the new 
building will save the township 
money in keeping the highway 
equipment from deteriorating

For only the second time in 
the 58-year history of the Illinois 
High School Association boys’ 
golf tournament series, the 
battle for individual and team 
honors will be conducted in the 
fall of the year. Players from 
403 downstate and suburban 

_ schools will begin competition 
at 24 district ‘sites Oct. 12. 

The top three teams and the 
top five individuals at each 
district will advance to sec- 
tional tournament competition 
Oct. 19. 

Again, the top three teams 
and the top five individuals 
from each sectional will ad- 
vance to the state final tour- 
nament on the tricky University 
of Wilinois orange and blue 
courses at Savoy the weekend of 
Oct. 25-26. In addition, the first 
place team and top two in- 
dividuals from the Chicago 
Public League qualifying meet 
will advance to the state final 
meet. 

If weather conditions are 
right, the all-time 36-hole best 
team score of 600, set by Belle- 
ville West in 1971, and all-time 
best 36-hole individual score of 
7367-140 set by Jay Haas of 
Belleville West in 1972, could be 
in jeopardy, according to 
Fighting Ulini Golf Coach 
Ladd Pash. 


“The courses are probably in 
their best condition from mid- 
August until the end of the 
season,” Pash observed. “The 
wind factor, a problem in the 
spring, is much less in the fall. 
Naturally, there is less 
moisture to contend with.” 

The only other time the boy’s

Illinois farmers should take a 
“wait-and-see” position before 
marketing soybeans which 
might be frost-stunted, an 
Illinois Farm Bureau official 
advised Saturday. 

Larry L. Groce, of the 
commodities ‘division, said 
frosts have stopped growth of 
the Illinois soybean crop and 
farmers are concerned that 
soybean buyers, fearing frost 
damage to immature beans, 
may want to dock (discount) the 
price to an unwarranted degree. 

“Considering the fact that 
this has been a most unusual 
growing season—a wet spring 
which delayed planting, a dry 

~summer which slowed growth, 
and early frosts which ter- 
minated full development— 
neither buyer nor seller ‘of 
soybeans should jump hastily to 
any conclusion regarding the 
value of the crop. 

“There is reason to believe 
that the quality of most of the 
soybean crop hit by frost may 
not be as bad as previously 
thought,” he said.

Doctors seek cure 
for breast cancer 


CHICAGO “Nobody 
mows what the best treat- 
ment is for breast cancer,” 
said tumor specialist Dr 
Charles Perlia.

gans, and then to the bones. 

When a cancer still is local- 
ized_in the breast a woman’s 
chances of surviving at least 
five years is 85 per cent. If 
cancer cells have migrated 
beyond the breast her chances 
for another five years of life 
go down dramatically, ac- 

to American Cancer 
Society statistics. 

So while researchers at 
Rush Presbyterian-St. Luke’s 
Medical Center here search 
for better understanding of 
breast cancer, for the causes 
and cures, they and their col- 

+ leagues involved in treatment 
also look for better ways to 
diagnose and contain it. 

Perlia and Dr. Steven G. 
Economou, professor of sur- 
gery at Rush Presbyterian-St. 
Luke's, believe removal of a 
breast harboring cancer pres- 
ently is necessary. 

There are factions in medi- 
cine who advocate treatment 
of breast cancer by other 
methods without total re- 
moval of the breast, at least in 
some cases.

“Anybody who says you 
should not have your breast 
removed should have evi- 
dence that ‘there is better 
treatment,” said Perlia. 

“What is always omitted is, 
there is no way to know where 


per cent had been invaded by 
cancer cells in areas that ap- 
pared to be unaffected by the 
known cancer when the breast 


In other words, even if the 
obvious cancer is removed, 
leaving the apparently unaf- 
fected areas of the breast, 
there still may be cancer 
cells, ready to multiply and to 
invade other parts of the 
body. 


Even when surgery appears 
to be successful a physician 
can’t be certain his patient is 
free of cancer. Diagnostic 
Procedures are being devel- 
oped to help him pinpoint 
areas where the cancer may 
have traveled and to assist 
him in determining what 
other treatment should be fol- 
lowed. 

Economou as'a surgeon now 
can ask the Presbyterian-St. 
Luke's laboratory to help him 
determine whether a breast 
cancer is sensitive to the fe- 
male hormone, estrogen. 
Some cancers, given a supply 
of estrogen, will grow rapidly. 
Others aren't affected by the 
hormone. 

If the cancer cells are estro- 
gen sensitive then the ovaries, 
the source of the estrogen, 
will be removed to inhibit 
their growth wherever they 
have lodged in the body. If 
they aren't then Economou 
and other physicians on the 
team will pursue other forms 
of treatment without subject- 
ing the patient to the stress of 
surgery. 

The laboratory procedure is 
an experimental one not yet in 
general use. 

An exciting possibility is be- 
ing explored in the medical 
center by physician-research- 
er Velayudhan Sahadevan, 
assistant professor of bio 
medical engineering, and Dr. 
Ernest Fordham, chairman 
and professor of nuclear 
medicine. 

If successful, the procedure 
wilk enable physicians to 
track the spread of cancer to 
other areas of the body. Dr. 
Sahadevan explained that it 
involves preparing a protein 
substance extracted from 
breast cancer tissue. The sub- 
stance then is tagged with a 
radioactive substance and in- 
serted into the patient's body. 

The substance is attracted 
to areas where cancer cells 
spread by the breast cancer 
have lodged and multiplied. A

new model scanner in use in 
Presbyterian-St. Luke’s nu- 
clear medicine department is 
able to detect the radioactive 
substance imbedded in the 
malignancies. 

The scanner, the first com- 
mercial model, is able to scan 
the body as if it were looking 
at sections of it. Growths or 
organs not easily seen, if at 
all, with other types of scan- 
ners are plainly visible with 
the new scanner, according to 
Dr. Fordham. 

Again, the procedure is ex- 
perimental and only being de- 
veloped. 

The scanner in the mean- 
time is being used for full 
body scans that help to pin- 
point small tumors not previ- 
ously visible, or only vaguely 
seen as a slight darkness. 

Economou’ reported the 
scanner has detected a tumor 
in a patient’s abdominal re- 
gion not previously suspected. 
Cancers in the neck had been 
discovered, but without the 
full body scan he would have 
had no way of knowing the 
cancer cells had traveled so 
far from the original location, 

Given early enough warn- 
ing he can remove the tumors 
in time to inhibit further 
spread of the cancer cells, 
Economou reported. 

When the cancer spreads to 
the bones, as it often does in 
breast cancer cases, the re- 
sult is painful and crippling. 
Dr. Mitchell Sheinkop, spe- 
cialist in bone surgery at 
Presbyterian-St. Luke's, re- 
ported procedures have been 
devised to strengthen and re- 
habilitate the bones so a wom-

‘Corporal’ punishment in 
schools still accepted

» Corporal punishment: 
punishment inflicted directly on 

the body, as spanking. 

An old concept, but it’s still 
being accepted in many Illinois 
public schools. However, there 
is now a formal exception to it. 

Recent revision of the state’s 
supervision and recognition 
standards minimum 
requirements each school 
district must meet in order to 
receive official recognition — 
contains a section which reads: 

“Corporal punishment, as a 
punishment for, misbehavior, 
may be employed by the district 
unless an individual parent or 
guardian submits: a written 
request that corporal punish- 
ment may not be administered 
to his child or children.” 

This request becomes valid as 
long as it’s in the student’s 
record, according to a 
publication from the Office of 
the Superintendent of Public 
Instruction. 

In the past, most schools have 
honored a parent's request not 
to use corporal punishment, and 
in some districts, the practice 
has been prohibited. 

The basis for the practice is 
found in the Illinois School 
Code, a collection of laws 
governing Illinois’ schools. 
However, the section, added in 
1965, never mentions the 
word. It reads: 

“Teachers and other certified 
educational employes shall 
maintain discipline in the 
schools. In all matters relating 
to the discipline in and conduct 
of the schools and the school 
children, they stand ‘in the 
relation of parents and guar- 
dians to the pupils. This 
relationship shall extend to all 
activities connected with the 
school program and may be 
exercised at any time for the 
safety and supervision of the 
pupils in the absence of their 
parents or guardians.” 

According to an OSPI ad- 
ministrator, school officials, 

rough legal interpretation, 
have construed this to mean 
that since parents spank 
children and teachers stand in 
the place of parents during the 
school day, then they can spank 
children. 


In the OSPI’s_ recent 
publication, ‘‘Students and 
Schools Rights and Respon- 
sibilities,” the use of corporal 
punishment is explained: 
“Where corporal punishment is 
administered, it must be done in 
a reasonable manner and in a 
sincere attempt to maintain 
discipline, 

The revised standards also 
outline the schools’ respon- 
sibility in meeting the Critical 
Health Problems and Com- 
prehensive Health Education 
Act, passed in 1971. 

Required to be taken one 
semester during grades 7-9 as 
well as one semester during the 
high school years, the health 
education program should 
inglude these educational 
areas: human ecology and 
health, human growth and 
development, prevention and 
control of disease, public and 
environmental health and 
illness, personal health habits, 
alcohol, drug use and abuse, 
tobacco, nutrition, and dental 
health.

Dixon, Page state 
treasurer rivals 


ALAN J. DIXON 


Alan J. Dixon, 46, Belleville, 
state treasurer of Illinois for the 
past four years, is seeking a 
second term this year. He is the 
Democratic nominee for the 
Nov. 5 general election. 

An - attorney, businessman, 
banker and leader of his party 
on the floor of the State Senate, 
he initially won elective office 
at age 21. 

In 1950, at age 23, Dixon was 
elected to the State House of 
Representatives and was the 
youngest member of the Illinois 
legislature. He won the 
Independent Voters of Ilinois’ 
“outstanding legislator award” 
on three occasions. 

He has over a quarter-century 
of public service and has won 
every elective office that he has 
sought, 

Dixon was re-elected to the 
House for five consecutive 
terms (1952-1960) and served on 
every major committee. He was 
chairman of the House 
Judiciary Committee in 1959 
and 1961. 

It was during this period that 
he became familiar with state 
fiscal and revenue programs. 

In 1962, he was elected to his 
first term in the Illinois Senate, 
and was re-elected in 1966, After 
only two years in the upper 
house, he was named Senate 
minority whip. A newspaper 
referred to him as ‘‘one of the 
outstanding orators of the 
Democratic party.” 

His name became identified 
with much legislation—such as 
the new criminal code, 
minimum wage bills, judicial 
and election reform, and con- 
sumer fraud. 

Dixon won praise from such 
diverse groups as the Tax- 
payers Federation of Illinois, 
Illinois Farm Bureau, Illinois 
AFL-CIO and Illinois Retail 
Merchants Association. 

His attendance record in both 
the House and Senate was one 
few legislators matched. From 
1950 to 1970, he voted on every 
major bill affecting the office of 
state treasuere 

As chairman of the Judicial 
Advisory Council since 1961, he 
achieved comprehensive 
knowledge of criminal 
jurisprudence and the Illinois 
judicial system. 

Dixon also was a member of 
the Constitutional Study 
Commission, which recom- 
mended the calling of the 
constititional convention that 
led to public approval of the 1970 
State Constitution. 

A graduate of the University 
of Illinois and Washington 
University Law School in St. 
Louis, he was the senior partner 
in the law firm of Dixon & 
McDonnell of Belleville before 
becoming state treasurer. 

He formerly was a partner of 
former Lieutenant Governor 
Paul Simon in a chain of in- 
dependent weekly newspapers 
throughout the state. 

Dixon has been a member of 
the Illinois State Bar 
Association, St. Clair County 
Bar Association and American 
Trial Lawyers Association.

Stevenson served in the 
Illinois House; he was elected in 
1964 at an at-large election in 
which he led all 236 candidates 
of both parties. 

He is a native of Chicago and 
a graduate of Harvard College

He entered the U. S. Marine 
Corps in 1952 and saw service 
as a tank officer in Korea and 
Japan before his discharge in 
1954 with rank of captain. 

He served as a law clerk toa 
justice of the Illinois, Supreme 
Court from 1957 to 195d, when he 
entered a Chicago law firm in 
which he later became a part- 
ner 

He is a director of several 
businesses and has Aarming 
interests in Illinois. 

Stevenson has been a member 
of the board of directors of the 
Jane Addams Center at 
Chicago, Chicago Council on 
Foreign Relations, United 
Nations Association of Ilinois, 
Mull House Association and 
Lincoln Academy of Illinois. 

He has been president and a 
member of the board of trustees 
of the Library of International 
Relations; member of the 
Midwest Advisory Committee, 
Institute of International Ed- 
ucation; member of the Chicago 
Crime Commission, and former 
chairman of the Governor's 
Committee for Distinguished 
Foreign Guests. 

He has served with many 
other governmental and civic 
organizations and in 1965 
received the ‘best legislator” 
award of the Independent 
Voters of Illinois. 

Stevenson's father served as 
governor of [linois from 1949 to 
1952, was the Democratic 
candidate for President in 1952 
and 1956, and was U. S. am- 
bassador to the United Nations 
from 1961 until his death in July 
1965. 

His grandfather served as 
secretary of state of [Illinois 
from 1914 to 1917, and his great- 
grandfather was vice-president 
of the United States under 
President Grover Cleveland 
from 1893 to 1897.

Praise is turning to chagrin; the 
new Illinois campaign disclosure 
law has been rendered ineffective. 
The Mlinois Board of Elections in an 
incredible decision negated the in- 
tent of thé new law by sharply 
narrowing the way it is applied. 


The board decided that con- 


tributions to ward, township and 
county political organizations which 
support candidates need not be 
disclosed. Since the whole point of 
the legislation involves disclosure of 
campaign gifts, the people’s will — 
as expressed through General 
Assembly action — is being th- 
warted. er 


The “laundering” of money, so 
discredited with Watergate-era 
misdeeds by Republicans, has been 
revived by Democrats on the Illinois 
board. 

By routing funds through com- 
mittees that help more than a single 


candidate, the Elections Board 
majority says, it will be possible for 
both the committees and the aided 
candidates to hide what they are 
doing. 

Senate President William C. 
Harris, a Republican, sees this 
development as a ‘‘travesty.’’ 
Governor Daniel Walker, a 
Democrat, calls the ryling a

SPRINGFIELD — By the 
time Gov. Daniel Walker 
signed a $70 million coal de- 
velopment program, the state 
already had spent more than 
$100,000 to form its energy 
policy. 

Since January the Walker 
administration has retained 
the Massachusetts consulting 
firm of A.D. Little Inc., to 
help develop energy policy 
and attract coal conversion 
projects to the state. am 

And all this happened with- 
out the executive council or 
the legislative commission or 
Lt. Gov. Neil Hartigan, the 
vice chairman of the councii 
— the bodies set up by the new 
legislation to determine 
policy and make final deci- 
sions on where the money 
goes. 

The contract with Little cost 
the state about $138,000 in the 
year ended June 30. What ILli- 
nois is buying, according to 
Walker’s chief energy aide, 
Chester Kamin, is technical 
expertise to review proposals 
from private industry and to 
find federal research dollars 
and attract industry to Illi- 
nois. 

‘The firm helped plan and 
bring off Coal I, the first of 
three planned statewide con- 
ferences on coal development. 
The second, Oct. 1 and 2 in 
Carbondale, focus on the 
problems of getting Illinois’ 
high sulfer, under-utilized 
coal out of the ground for 
gasification, liquefaction or 
cleanup schemes.

The Sierra Club and Izaak 
Walton League, however, are 
bedfellows with 21 of the 
nation's biggest railroads in a 
fight that has more to do with 
money than with nature. 

The club, the league and the 
railroads filed lawsuits to stop 
the government from enlarging 
and modernizing the Alton No. 
26 navigation locks and dam, 
one of many that span the 
Mississippi like stepping stones 
from St. Louis to St. Paul. 

The lawsuits charge, among 
other B, that the con- 
struction would violate the 
National Environmental Policy 
A 


As fhe environmentalists 
charge,. the construction 
inevitably would add to 
pollution of the muddy 
Mississippi. 

But why are the railroads, 
themselves polluters from way 
back, interested in cleaning up 
the Mississippi? They're not. 

They're interested in sinking 
the river barges and towboats 
that compete with the railroads 
in hauling millions of tons of oil, 


wheat, coal and other products.

The 26 Mississippi River locks 
are vital to commercial 
navigation on the vast inland 
waterways system, which links 
not only New Orleans, St. Louis 
and St.'Paul but reaches Pitt- 
sburgh, Chicago, Kansas City 
and many other cities. 

The railroads claim that 
expansion of locks and dams 
will cause them to lose $400 
million in business annually. 

The railroads, working 
through the Association of 
Western Railways in Chicago, 
hired Washington lawyer Jon 
Brown to handle their lawsuit, 
Brown also represents the 
Sierra Club and Walton League 

In an interview, Brown 
declined to say how much he is 
being paid, or whether the club 
and league are bearing part of 
the cost. 

A barge industry source 
predicted that the lawsuits will 
go to the Supreme Court and 
may cost a half-million dollars. 

A Sierra Club official in San 
Francisco, interviewed by 
telephone, said, “I have no 
idea” how much, if any, of the 
cost is being paid by the en- 
vironmentalists. 

However, she disclosed that 
the Sierra Club Foundation 
earlier had set up a special legal 
research project to decide 
whether the club should get 
involved in the Mississippi 
River litigation, and that the 
foundation accepted con- 
tributions totaling $10,500 to pay 
for the project. 

She revealed that $10,000 of 
the total was contributed by 
Mlinois Central Gulf Railroad. 

Illinois Central is one of the 21 
railroads fighting the U.’ S. 
government and the barge 
operators. 

The Sierra Club official in- 


sisted that corporate donations 
to the club and its foundation 
“are screened for conflicts of 
interest."” 

Asked whether the Illinois 
Central donation was a conflict 
of interest, she answered, “i 
would off-hand say no." 

Railroads can argue that it’s 
unfair for the government to 
improve inland waterways for 
the benefits of barges and 
towboats. 

Reconstruction of locks and 
dams on the Mississippi is to 
cost the government $3 billion, 
and the railroads may pay 
dearly. 

But in pretending to be nature 
lovers, the railroads. are 
polluting the environmental 
movement. 

The environmentalists are 
romping with truckers, unions 
and assorted other strange 
bedfellows, too, 

Nature lovers, for instance, 
are lobbying Congress to block 
construction of hydroelectric 
dams on the New River, a wild 
and clear stream in North 
Carolina and Virginia. Their. 
ally is the United Mine Workers. 

The union prefers that 
electricity be generated with 
coal, mined by its members, 
instead of by water power.

‘The pilot plants now under 
consideration will provide 
that le: experience for 
the state and the industry, 
Haley added, because the 
technology is not yet available 
to scale up to commercial 
sized operations. 

“We recognize that it’s no 
longer appropriate just to 
build, he noted. ““You’ve got to 
educate the public, prepare 
data to answer questions.” 

The state should take the 
role of ‘‘environmental moni- 
toring” of the air and water 
quality around a plant so that 
“'by the time we can scale up, 
the time to answer the ques- 
tions will be reduced.” 


power and resources to collect 
data at the plants on every 
aspect from water utilization 
to the use of the waste coal 
ash. It’s all so that “we can 
give variances knowing what 
will be done,”’ Kamin said. 

The state would then, ac- 
cording to the plans, have 
built the information ground- 
work on the smaller scale 
plants so the agencies enforc- 
ing antipollution standards 
could know what can and 
can’t be done, according to 
what timetable and the com- 
panies would not be spending 
time arguing with the Pollu- 
tion Control Board or the EPA 
— the agencies charged with 
protecting the health of the 
people. 

That all sounds cozy and 
friendly, and is precisely what 
set off a tempest of contro- 
versy during the legislative 
session. A lobbyist for Gen- 
eral Electric Company ex- 
plained: his support for the 
state funded program with an 
unfortunate turn of phrase 
“With state financial partici- 
pation, we aren't talking 
about just cash,” Charles 
Willsey told a reporter. 

“We would be assuring that 
two years into a project we 
won't be shut down by some 
restriction such as an EPA 
restriction.”” 

The statement coupled with 
Willsey’s vigorous lobbying 
efforts for the program 
prompted charges that the 
state was being taken for a 
ride — perhaps not so unwill- 
ingly — by the giant indus- 
tries who thought to capitalize 
on the interesting position of 
the state as both business 
partner and enforcer of en- 
vironmental regulations 

Willsey, contacted later, 
said his statement was misin- 
terpreted. “'We want to avoid 
uncoordinated planning that 
would send a project down a 
particular technological path 
where we would ultimately 
run into environmental prob- 
lems,” he explained. 

The state has a Jot of skills 
to offer, he adesd, and the 
EPA and PCB can best advise 
on what air or water or land 
pollution rules might be in the 
offing. They do it now. he ad- 
mitted. 

Almost infecting the air 
with it, Walker aides and the 
governor himself in several 
speeches have been touting a 
“cooperative” stance for the 
state in relation to private in- 
dustry. 

“What we're saying is we're 
not going to be an adversary, 
we're going to help you de 
velop,” Kamin explained. 

Not everyone is convinced 
that dropping adversary roles 
is the best way for the state to 
go when dealing with indus- 
tries with assets in the billions 
and whose requests for excep- 
tions from anti-pollution rules 
take up a major part of the 
EPA and PCB’s time. 

Kamin counters that those 
skeptics ‘are stuck into the 
mentality that the state must 
be fighting.” 

“The difficulties of getting 
programs going are so com- 
plex that if you get into the 
role of feuding with each other 
it just won't happen,” he 
argued. 


Environmentalists, he says, 
are unanimously in favor of 
his program. 

“The real dilemma is if we

Our constitutional rights 
guarantee every, person, ac- 
cused of a felony and indicted, a 
fair trial by jury presided over 
by an impartial judge. 

Our United States govern- 
ment, being the greatest power 
in existence, does not seem to 
always apply this right to every 
person. It depends on the person 
or persons involved. 

Our government : is so 
powerful it can devour and 
annihilate such persons it 
chooses to. It has all the time 
and people necessary to 
represent the government in the 
Justice Department and, of 
course, money is no object. 

The money, billions of dollars, 
comes from us, you and I, the 
average workingman middle 
class income, through heavy 
taxation imposed on us. 

Scales of Justice have just 
become lopsided. Suppose Mr. 
Little Guy chisels the United 
States out of a few thousand tax 
dollars—$5,000. The U.S. is 
ready for prosecution 

True, he was wrong to do this, 
but let me continue with my 
point. “Mr. Little Guy’’ really 
doesn’t have the money for a 
lawyer, but he manages to get 
one. In the meantime, there is 
great suffering being endured 
by himself and his family 

He is indicted, goes to trial, is 
convicted and sent to prison. 
His family is now enduring even 
greater suffering. Is he par- 
doned? Absolutely not. He must 
pay for his crime because the 
government sentenced him to 
prison. 

Now “Mr. Big Corporation” 
or “Mr. Spiro Agnew" or “Mr. 
Richard Nixon” chisels the 
government out of tax dollars 
owed by them. 

“Mr. Big Corporation" can 
afford to hire a team of top 
criminal lawyers to defend his 
case, but for him the U.S. 
chooses to make a settlement 
out of court and “Mr. Big” pays 
perhaps one-third of the dollars 
owed by him. 

No indictment, no humiliation 

in fact, personal gain. He 
really did beat the government 
out of a lot of tax dollars that 
“Mr. Little Guy”’ will be forced 
to pay in one way or another by 
some type of tax increase. 

Mr. Agnew pays part of his 
taxes or perhaps in his case all 
taxes owed the government. He 
now walks around free as a 
bird. 

He did suffer embarrassment 
and humiliation because his 
“dirty linen" was aired out, so 
to speak, and resigned from the 
Vice Presidency. 

No charges of any kind “are 
being brought against him. In 
the meantime, he can sit back, 
write books on his experiences, 
and is financially well off. 

“Mr. Little Guy” is still in 
prison.

Mr. Nixon for everything. This 
undoubtedly means Mr. Nixon’s 
personal taxes are also par- 
doned. 

The scales of justi¢e have now 
become so lopsided they have 
turned over. 

While I realize that Mr. Nixon 
is not on trial, I feel I must use 
him to emphasize our double 
standards of justice and the 
lopsided scales of justice. 

He was given full pardon by 
Mr. Ford. Activities. by the 
conspirators uncovered by 
Watergate, to me, represent not 
only a horrible crime but one of 
the most horrible. 

Had a similar crime been 
committed—only on a very 
minute scale—by ‘Mr. Little 
Guy,” he would have been 
placed in prison forever. There 
would be no consideration given 
to any suffering he would have 
endured. 

His family, too, would have 
not been taken into con- 
sideration with regard to any 
type of suffering they endured, 
be it financial, humiliation, loss 
of esteem, etc. 

Would he have ,been’ par- 
doned? Never. Why? Because 
he is ‘‘Mr. Little Guy.” 

The U.S. uses a double 
standard of justice in his case. 
Yet, “Mr. Little Guy” and his 
family feel the same hurt, 
suffering, humiliation and great 
financial pain that Mr. Nixon 
and his family would feel 


Just what is equal? Suffering! 


Whether you are a President 
of the United States (the 
highest, most-esteemed position 
in the world) or a little, 
unknown ditchdigger, suffering 
makes no distinction, 

The pain is equal to both 
because, in reality, no matter 
what or who you are, each one 
of us is but a mere human being 
subject to the same feelings, be 
he the unknown ditchdigger or 
the President. 

President Ford feels com- 
passion toward Mr. Nixon and 
his family. I am glad to hear 
that. If more compassion were 
felt by all of us toward our 
fellow man, the entire world 
would be a much better place in 
which to live. 

I agree President Ford 
that Mr. Nixon and his family 
have endured. tremendous 
suffering. I, too, feel ‘com- 
passion toward Mr. Nixon and 
his family; but I also feel 
compassion—in fact, much 
more compassion—for ‘‘Mr.

Little Guy”’ is indicted for theft 
involving an automobile 

interstate: 5 

His alleged crime versus 
Watergate conspirator crimes 
in magnitude could be com- 
pared on a Richter scale 
reading as 1,000 to one, 

He has no previous criminal 

record. This is his first offense 
and he is not a hardened 
criminal, 
*He is arrested by three 
federal officers, handcuffed, 
bound in’ chains, abused at 
times, bad-mouthed, taken to 
the Federal Building jail and 
placed under a $20,000 bond, 

3. Method followed when 
Watergate conspirators were 
convicted: 

Minimum _ sentences—three 
months, six months, etec., 
confined to ‘‘country club” 
minimum-security type of 
federal prison. 

4. Method followed when “Mr. 
Little Guy” is convicted: 

Throw the book at him. Give 
him 10 years, Send him toa 
maximum security prison. 

The expression, “time heals 
all Wounds,”’ is familiar to all of 


us. 
President Ford healed a 

massive wound within a few 

hours, ‘‘Mr. Little Guy,”” whose 

wound is also massive—well, 

“time” will have to heal his. 
Suffering is equal. The scales 

of justice are out of balance.

Dating of foods 
aids consumers 


By CATHERINE R. MAUCK

Consumers are finding an 
increasing amount of in- 
formation on food labels as a 
result of changes in industry 
Practices and new regulations 
of the Food and Drug 

Administration. 

Some of the kinds of in 
formation being included on 
food labes are as follows: 

—Open-dating. In the past, 
many foods were dated in codes 
that only the manufacturer or 
retailer could understand. 

Now, food processors use 
dates that can have one of 
several meanings: the date the 
food was processed, the 
freshness date (the food can be 
expected to be fresh up to that 
date), or the pull date (the food 
should be pulled from the 
grocery shelf by that date). 

If you cannot interpret the 
dates on the food labels, ask the 
store personnel to explain them. 

—Nutrition labels. Although 
some food labels have included 
nutrition information for many 
years, new FDA ‘regulations 
make nutrition labeling man- 
datory in certain instances. 

After Jan. 1, 1975, a nutrition 
information panel will be 
required on the label of two 


groups of foods: (1) any food to 
whieh the manufacturer adds a 
nutrient, and (2) any food fot 
which the manufacturer makes 
a nutritional claim. 

Consumers will find the in- 
fromation presented in a 
standard format. 

—Universal Product Code 
(UPC) Consumers may be 
puzzled by mysterious lines and 
numbers appearing on food 
packages. 

Unlike the open-dates and 
nutrition labels which ¢on- 
sumers dan easily understand, 
the mysterious markings ap- 
pear to be keeping something 


from the buyer. But they are . 


merely a part of the Universal 
Product Code system being 
instituted by the food industry. 

UPC is a computerized 
system intended to help with 
store practices such as in- 
ventory records and check-out. 

The lines and numbers, which 
usually appear in about an inch- 
square space, indicate the code 
number of the manufacturer 
and also his code for that 
specific product. 

Although the code as it ap- 
pears currently has no use to 
consumers, the UPC system 
should eventually benefit 
consumers as a result of in- 
creased efficency in the food 
industry

A_ $250,000 law suit filed in 
Madison County Circuit Court in 
1973, naming the Jllinois Central 
and Chicago and Northwestern 
_Railroads as defendants, has 
been dismissed by Circuit Court 
Judge Victor Mosele. 

Jysge Mosele ruled to dismiss 
the “suit brought against the 
railroads by Mrs. Virginia L. 
Panyik, in behalf of the estate of 
her late husband,- Frank J. 
Panyik, on grounds that Mrs. 
Panyik failed to abide by a 
March 25, 1974, order to answer 
interrogatories within 14 days of 
that date. 

He did authorize the suit to be 
reinstated in 30 days if Mrs. 
Panyik could show the court 
good cause as to why she failed 
to comply. 

The suit stated that Mrs. 
Panyik, and her three children, 
were deprived of means of 
support and services of 
financial value after her late 


husband was fatally injured in a 
collision between a truck he was 
driving and an Illinois Central 
train on July 2, 1971, at the 
railroad crossing on Highway 
162 néar East 23rd Street, 
Granite City. 

Mrs. Panyik charged Illinois 
Central with using the tracks, 
day and night, for movement 
and switching of trains at such 
slow speeds so as to maké the 
crossing a hazardous and 
dangerous one to motor traffic; 
with allowing warning lights at 
the crossing to flash for long 
periods of time with no trains 
crossing, thus rendering the 
lights ineffective as a true 
warning of approaching trains.
